COMPLAINTS AGAINST RAILROADS. 


How Illinois Rates Quito Exceed 


the Inter-State Rates. 


B|)llii(,'llcl(l .Jmmiiil. 


A delegation from the Merchants' Ex- 


changes of Peoriii, Pocutur, liloomington 
und Springfield appeared brfurotlio Kail- 
road and Warehouse, Commissioners at 
their meeting yesterday and entered com- 
plaint as to the difTerencen bet ween the 
ooale of rates adopted by the railroads on 
inter-stute traffic and those charged for 
local freights within tlii.s state. It is 
charged that the railroads have agreed 
among themselves that the maximum 
rate made by the roiirni'-Hion has also 
been taken iia the iirhri.ima rato, with 
the exception of coal und gram, and that 
when asked to reduce the rate and equal- 
ize the unjust discrimination created by 
their inter-state tnnlT in fiivorof points 
outside of the state, they reply that the 
railroad commihhioii has lix"d tho rates 
and that they camioi mak" a loss one. 


The delegation presented a large num- 


ber of icBtancoH illustrating the character 
of their complaint and tending to show 
that the rates charged on freight within 
the state are very much higher than on 
the same class of freights talcon up out- 
ride of tho state and brought into Illi- 
nois. Tho following are some of their 
illustrations: 


On the Indianapolis, I )ecatur& Spring- 


field road the rate fioia Docatur to Chris- 
man, 68 miles,first class, is '•'"> cents; Tiom 
Indianapolis t<> Chrisman, 85 miles, it is 
23 cents. 


On tho same line, from Dooatur to 


Tuscola, 86 miles, 28 cents; from Indian- 
apolis to Tnscoia, 117 miles, 20 cents. 


On the Peoria, Docatur & Kvansvillo, 


the rate frim Decatnr to Mattoon, -i;j 
miles, is 30 cents; from Kriinsville to Po- 
oria, same line, 128 miles, tho rato is 28 
cents. 


On the Terro Haute & I'eonn, tho rate 


from Doeatur to Lovington, 21 miles, is 
22 cents; from Torre Haute to Ijoving- 
ton, on same line, 75 miles, tho rate is 21 
cents. 


On thoWabnsh, the rate from Decatur 


to Morriaonville, 41 miles, m 30 cents; 
from St. Louis to Morrisonvtllo, on the 
some road, 72 miles, tho rate is 27 cents. 


The rate on ammonia, for example.from 


Cincinnati to Springfield is 42 cents, as 
against 81.02 from Chicago. 
Tho in- 


stances of this character submitted ex- 
ceed one hundred and touch almost every 
road running from the east into thi^ 
state. The complamanis ask the com- 
mission to reduce the maximim rate in 
Illinois so as to nullify the discrimina- 
tion, and they will Vie present September 
1st with a large number of shippers to 
present their case. 
It is expected that 


the railroad managers will appear on 
that date also.

CHATSWORTH, 111., Aug. 13.—A coroner's 


jury of exceptional intelligence, with Post- 
master W. W. Scar1) as foreman, entered 
yesterday upon tho task of endeavoring to 
discover whethei the catastrophe of Thurs- 
day morning "was duo to accident or de- 
Bign. Horrible and incredible BS the latter 
theory innv seem at llrst, it is nevertheless 
truo that it has many supporters among 
the residents of C'hatWorth, and it is also 
uphold by some of the leading officials of 
the road, Certain it is, however, that the 
evidence taken yesterday pointed more 
strongly to tho probabilities that train 
wreckers were at the bottom of. the horror, 
than to tho original idea that the bridge 
over the culvert had been set on fire by the 
burning grass beneath. 


In tlio preliminary testimony yesterday 


morning tho fact was developed that in 
order to insure the safety of the train, 
which was tho heaviest that bad evor gone 
over tho road, orders had been issued to 
tho foremen of tho various sections to 
make a careful examination of the track 
and culverts on Wednesday afternoon. 
That portion of the road on which the ac- 
cident occurred was in charge o? Timothy 
CoiiRhlin and what ho told the jury was 
brief and to tho point. He had gone over 
tho road and examined the bridge over the 
culvert 
of death within half a^ dozen 


hours 
of 
midnight 
on 
Wednes- 


day. 
Ho 
found 
it 
In 
good 


condition. There were no signs of fire. In 
fact there was nothing to burn. The fields 
all around had been recently mowed, and 
no longer than a week ago all the grass 
around the culvert had been burnt right 
into the soil on purpose to ensure the 
safety of tho timbers and tho track -which 
rested upon them. 


Headmaster Ennis, who wont over the 


trostlo on a hand-car later in tho evening, 
swore that it was sound and strong.

He said that while 
standing on the platform at Chatsworth 
waiting, with his son, for the ill-fated 
train, ho repeatedly saw a peculiar light 
upon the track in tho neighborhood or 
whore tho train subsequently wont down. 
At (irst ho thought it was a lire, but from 
its disappearance and reappoarance at in- 
tervals during n period of three hours, he 
came to tho conclusion that somebody was 
swinging a lantern or that n locomotive 
was moving to and fro. This was kept up 
until a little whilo before the train was due 
at Chatsworth, and seemed to him so ro- 
maikablo that he called tho attention of 
several people around him to the fact. 


Hollam's statement was corroborated by 


his sou, who, with his father, got on 
board tho train and barely escaped with 
their lives, and by Julius Koplke, a farm- 
er, living within a quarter of » milo of tho 
track, who saw what seemed to be a small 
flro near tho culvert shortly before mid- 
night. 


Testimony pointing in tho same direc- 


tion was given by several other witnesses 
before the inquiry was adjourned. Those 
who hold tho theory of train-wrecking be- 
lieve 
that 
there was on 
organized 


gang of thieves on board tho train, and 
that the bridge was destroyed by confed- 
erates as the result of a well-laid plot. 
In support of this theory numerous stories 
of tlie robbing of the dead and injured are 
being passed from mouth to mouth, but 
tho mouths ot tho dead are closed, and the 
iiijmodwho (iro cited can not be found 
either hero or at Fiper City. Develop- 
ments in this connection, however, ore 
promised before the end of the present in- 
vestigation, and it would not bo surprising 
it the jiirv In its verdict should fix the re- 
spdiisihility for the disaster upon some 
ptM'Mm or persons unknown, and leave the 
railumd company or tho county free to 
UM> their own discretion in following up 
I he matter ti> .ill end. 


At noon a special train from Fairburj- 


brought a scorn ol! volunteer nurses with 
General Kurpoon Hteolo, of tho Toledo, 
Fooria & Western road, and those recruits 
wort) heartily welcomed by tho faithful 
and heroic women of Chatsworth who, from 
tho moment tho (Iro boll, gave tho first 
tidings of tho catastrophe, had waited 
upon tho sufferers minute by minute and 
hour by hour. A special messenger from 
I'ipor's station brought news of tho death 
of Mr. Van Lew, u merchant of Gnlesburg, 
and the following liit ot serious cases out 
of the llfty patients at that place:

The Coroner's Inquest. 


FOREST, 111., Aug. 12.—The coroner's in- 


quest on the bodies of those killed by the 
disaster of Wednesday night was begun 
last evening. President Leonard of the 
Toledo, Peoria & Western; Superintend- 
ent Armstrong; Justice of the Peace Estes, 
several reporters and the coroner were 
the only persons present. 


Superintendent Armstrong was the flrtt 


witness. He testified that he was on the 
ill-fated train. His car was next to the 
baggage car. The train left Chatsworth 
at fifteen minutes 
to 
twelve 
o'clock 


Wednesday night. Witness went into his 
own car as the train drew away from the 
depot, and was sitting there possibly three 
or four minutes, when he felt a fearful 
shock. The next instant the car passed 
over the burning bridge and he was thrown 
out of one of tho windows into a hedge. 
The steam was blowing off from one of the 
engines, and it was burning him. He strug- 
gled to his feet, and saw Train-Dispatcher 
Parker and his wife caught in the baggage 
car. Witness got him out, but could not 
extricate the lady. Immediately after the 
accident, the first engine started for Oil- 
man for help. 
It returned in about four 


minutes, bringing a corps of doctors. The 
wounded wore taken from the wreck where 
possible and sent to Chatsworth and other 
near-by places. The bridge was only part- 
ly demolished when witness first saw it. 
Tho stringers at both ends gave way. 
The engine set fire to nothing, and only 
one cor and a sleeper were slightly burned. 


Witness further testified thatthe section 


foreman told him after the accident that 
he (tho foreman) had passed the bridge at 
half-past live o'clock Wednesday evening, 
and that there was no fire there then. 
Witness had warned the foreman to have 
the section hands go over the section after 
quitting for tho night, knowing that the 
excursion train was going over the road 
that night. There were not more than six 
hundred persons 
on 
the 
train; 
did 


not think it possible that any body could 
be fiendish 
enough 
to 
set 
fire 
to 


the bridge. 
The 
train was 
running 


at the rate of thirty-five miles per hour 
when the accident occurred. Engineer 
Southerland, in charge of one of the en- 
gines, informed him t,hat he saw a small 
Ih-e ahead, near the bridge, but that he 
(Southerhuid) thought it was a few dried 
leaves burning alongside the track. The 
engineer also told him that he did not see 
tho fire until he was directly over the 
bridge, and it was then too late. Witness 
remained at the wreck until 7 a. m., and 
superintended the work of removing the 
dead und wounded. Saw a few persona 
examine pockets of the dead, but they in- 
formed him that they were seeking for rel- 
atives. Witness would have stopped them 
if he had suspected that they were thieves. 
Saw no one cot fingers off bodies to se- 
cure rings. 


J. H. Murkley, master of bridges and 


buildings, testified that he inspected the 
briclg in May last, and 
then 
described 


minutely its construction. Witness con- 
sidered the condition of the bridge good. 
Thought it would take two hours for such 
a bridge to burn. Other bridges on the 
road had been on fire this year, bnt had 
been discovered in time to prevent acci- 
dent. 


At this point tho inquest was adjourned 


until to-day. 


More people were in Chatsworth yester- 


day than ever before in its history. Stand- 
ing room even on the platforms of the in- 
coming trains was at a premium, and two- 
thirds of the farmers, within a radius of 
fifteen miles, brought in their wives and 
families. It was a sod throng. 
The row 


of rough pine coffins which occupied two- 
thirds of the depot platform, and the cries 
and groans of the injured in the impro- 
vised hospital a few feet away had a de- 


pressing effect on the visitors. 
Hundreds 


of them went down to the scene of the 
wreck and stood for hours in the broiling 
son watching the work of clearing the 
track and rebuilding the bridge. Hun- 
dreds more besieged the hospital, and 
crowded Into the narrow aisles between 
the cots with such persistence that it was 
found necessary to station guards outside 
to keep them at a distance. 


Inside the scenes were distressing in the 


extreme*. There were twenty-two patients 
equally divided as to sex. Of these Jnlia 
Valdejo, of Peoria, suffered the greatest 
agony. She was in the parlor car which 
was literally split in half, and the same 
crash that deprived her of consciousness 
killed her mother. Her injury was in the 
abdominal region, and every breath in- 
creased her pain and brought the fair -suf- 
ferer 
nearer the grave. 
Her cousins, 


ChirlM and Eugene Zimmerman, divided 
their time between their cousin and the cot 
adjoining, where rested their brother and 
his wife, both badly injured. All that 
medical science could do was done for the 
wealthy Pe oria orphan, but without avail, 
and yesterday afternoon she died. 


"I have crossed the ocean more than 


once and traveled all over Europe," she 
said this morning, "and it is hard that I 
should come to this when so near to home. 
She was conscious up to within an hour of 
her death, when her sufferings become so 
intense that she was placed under the in- 
fluence of morphine. 


Near her In the same room on a double 


cot were two cousins, Mrs. Dr. Hazen and 
Miss Alter, of Iowa, both suffering ex- 
cruciating pains. Other patients in the 
same 
room were John McMasters, of 


Peoria, John Walters, of the Peoria watch 
factory, Mrs. H. B. Clarke, ot Ohio, and 
Homer Bond, of Colchester. 


auspicious Testimony. 


FOBIST, 111., Aug. 18.—It was nearly 


eleven o'clock last night when the coro- 
ner's jury at Chatsworth adjourned until 
this morning. 


J. Brown and Thomas Brown, bankers of 


Chatsworth, corroborated the testimony of 
previous witnesses regarding the peculiar 
light seen near the bridge shortly before 
the accident. 


Tobinskl and Kobaske, two 
section 


hands, swore that they burned all the 
weeds and grass near the bridge on Friday 
of last week; that on the afternoon of the 
accident they were doing the same work 
forty rods from the bridge; that they 
passed over the culvert, and that there 
was nothing burnlng,or any thing there to 
burn. 
Michael Kobaske, another section hand, 


was next called. Just as he was about to 
be sworn the other Kobaske whispered into 
his ear several words in Polish. The re- 
sult was that the witness showed a re- 
markable faculty for testifying to tho 
same story as told by his namesake, while 
Ills memory showed considerable weak- 
ness when questioned as to the possibility 


•_>f there having been any Bre at the bridge 
without his seeing It. 


On cross-examination he admitted that 


all three were In a oar near the bridge on 
the fatal night. It was evident from the 
demeanor of the Jurymen~that the testi- 
mony of the three Polanders was anything 
but satisfactory. 


Another Railroad Aooicltnt. 


TKBBB HAUTE, Ind., Aug. 8tl—A wreck 


occurred on the Evansvtll* £ Indianapolis 
railroad, near Saline City, twenty miles 
south of here, at half-past eleven o'clock 
yesterday morning. The train was a com- 
bination freight and passenger. The en- 
gine and about fifteen cars passed ow a 
wooden culvert in safety, but when the 
rear car, a passenger coach, reached the 
structure it gave way, throwing the coach 
on its side in the ditch, fifteen feet below.

FLAMES IN PITTSBURGH. 


The Smoky City Suffers an Ex- 


pensive and Destructive 


Conflagration. 


Masonic Hall and Several Adjoining 


Business Houses and Tenement 


Buildings Burned. 


The 
Post-Olfice and Custom-House 


Threatened—Firemen Overcome by 


Smoke—Heavy Losses, 


ON THE WAK-PATH. 


The White Biver TJtes Under Colo- 


row Slaughtering White 


Citizens. 


PITTSBUBOH, Pa., Aug. 12.—At half-past 


nine o'clock this evening an alarm from 
box No. 24, corner of Fifth avenue and 
Smithfleld street, summoned the fire de- 
partment to the upholstering store of 
Henry Holtzman, occupying a portion of 
Masonic Hall. 
The flames originated 


among the excelsior and packing material 
in the basement, and spread rapidly. 
Soon the store-room and basement were 
gutted, and the flames spread to the ad- 
joining store-rooms, occupied by Camp- 
bell & Dick (the People's Store), dry 
goods, carpets and oil cloths. This was 
soon gutted, and the flames spread to the 
floor above, occupied as a Masonic hall, 
the only one in the city. In a few mo- 
ments the entire building was in ruins, 
and the fire was burning fiercely in the 
rear of the palatial music hall of S. Ham- 
ilton, a new eight-story 
structure, the 


finest in the city. This building, as well 
as that adjoining, belonging to Smith & 
Friday, wholesale dealers in liquors and 
tobacco, were specially constructed with 
all modern appliances for fighting fire, 
and were regarded as fire-proof. Both 
buildings were soon enveloped in flames, 
and at this writing (midnight) are bnrn- 
ing fiercely and will probhbly be totally 
destroyed. 


The Dispatch building is also in flames, 


and the upper stories are being rapidly 
consumed. The compositors remained at 
their cases until ordered away by Manag- 
ing Editor Madden. 


A special request for assistance was re- 


sponded to by the entire department from 
Allegheny City, but still the devouring 
elements defy all efforts to subdue them, 
and are spreading in the direction of the 
post-office and City Hall. 
Sparks and 


huge flakes of fire are being carried in all 
directions to an almost incredible dis- 
tance, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vails. 


The roof of the Tinies building, and the 


office of the United Press on the opposite 
side of Fifth avenue from the scene of the 
conflagration, caught fire at 12:10 a. m. 
After burning for a few moments it was 
extinguished. The building is, however, 
Blled with clouds of suffocating smoke. 


JLATER. 


At this writing (12:30 a. m.) the flames 


have reached the whisky barrels stored in 
Smith & Friday's building, and are ex- 
ploding with reports resembling the firing 
of cannon. 
Holtzmann estimates his loss at $80,000; 


Insurance, $18,000. Hamilton's building 
is insured for $115,000; his stock of pianos 
and musical instruments at $15,000. 


The Hamilton and Smith & Friday 


buildings were divided into a large num- 
ber of offices and tenanted by private par- 
ties whose losses will be very heavy. 
Campbell & Dick's loss will exceed $75,000; 
insurance unknown. 


It is reported that several of the firemen 


were suffocated in the Holtzmann base- 
ment, but were removed in time to save 
their lives. 


One of the tenants of the Hamilton 


building arriving on the scene, noticed 
bhat his office was doomed, and made a 
frantic effort to enter the building, and 
was only prevented when overpowered by 
two policemen and locked up In the Central 
station. He is now a raving maniac. 


No satisfactory estimate of loss or insur- 


ance can be made to-night. 


A number of tenement houses in the rear 


of Masonic Hall have been deserted by 
their occupants, who are camped for the 
night in the corridors and on the steps of 
the post-office and City Hall. 


In round figures the entire lohs is esti- 


mated at $600,000. 


It is now believed that the fire was the 


wort of an incendiary. A Baltimore & 
Ohio messenger boy states that a few min- 
utes before the fire broke out he saw two 
men enter the building and kindle a fire on 
the basement floor.

Strictures of the Canadian Press on Sec- 
tary Whitney's Letter to Ad- 


miral Luce. 


HALIFAX, N. 8., Aug. 13.—The manner in 


which Canadians regard the publication of 
Secretary Whitney's telegram to Admiral 
iLuce, snubbing that officer for what he has 
done in the fishery troubles, is plainly ex- 
pressed in a statement made in the Halifax 
Chronicle, which reads as follows: 


"In the correspondence between Admiral 


Luce and Mr. Secretary Whitney, just

lished, the latter official make a very poor 
showing. The whole tone of hia reply to Ad- 
miral Luce's dispatch, inclosing the result 
of hia correspondence with Captain Scott, 
is decidedly-low and unbecoming the high 
official position he holds. The touch about 
Captain Scott not being understood to be 
the agent of this government for any such 
purpose as that for which he employed 
him, reminds one irresistibly of the wither- 
ing sarcasm of a police court shyster. 
If Mr. Secretary Whitney 
had been 


at a little more pains to read 
over 


the questions put by Admiral Luce 
and Captain Scott's replies, and a little 
less in haste to pen and hand to the news- 
papers a dispatch seasoned to suit the 
taste of the Yankee blatherskite papers, 
he would have seen that the information 
asked for and obtained could by no pos- 
sibility have been obtained from our own 
government. What Admiral Luce wanted 
to find out was exactly the practical In- 
formation which every Yankee fisherman 
who wanted to keep out of barm's way 
would want to know. Every Yankee fish- 
erman who comes across one of our cruis- 
ers asks such questions for himself. It 
may be that the Canadian claims and the 
Interpretation of their treaty are all 
wrong.

The Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad company had kindly placed 
an engine and special car at the disposal 
of the board, and accepting the polite 
invitation of Commissioner Rogers a rep- 
resentative of the BEPTOUOAN accom- 
panied him to Clinton where the special 
was boarded and the run to Ohatsworth 
speedily made. 


The scene of the disaster is about two 


and a half miles eust of Ohatsworth, on 
the T., P. & W., and was visited by the 
commissioners at once. The wreck had 
all been removed from the track, and 
workmen were busily engaged in rebuild- 
ing the burned bridge and relaying the 
track. Before night trains were crossing, 
and travel was resumed after an inter- 
ruption of less than forty-eight hours. 
To properly understand the situation it 
should be stated that the bridge was a 
small affair, spanning a prairie ravine. It 
was but eight feet in height, fifteen feet 
long, and of the common wooden culvert 
pattern. There were four piles on each 
side of the creek, and upon these piles 
rested the caps which supported the 
stringers. 
Tho piles on the east side 


were burned entirely off, while those on 
the west side were mucii charred. The 
wrecked cars and engine lay on the east 
side of the bridge, strung along for a dis- 
tance of 200 feet. Ten coaches lay piled 
up in the distance ordinarily occupied by 
about two cars, and to say that they were 
broken, smashed, twisted into all sorts of 
shapes and made into fine kindling wood 
only meagerly describes the scene. The 
officers' car, which was immediately after 
the baggage car, did not seem to be 
broken up so badly, one side and the roof 
being almost intact. The floors of the 
ours were all (separated from the remain- 
ing portions, and lay almost unbroken, 
but scraped and twisted into the most 
indescribable shapes. Not a single car 
went into the chasm, but the trucks of 
most of them stopped at the bridge and 
tumbled into the ravine, while the cars 
themselves with their unhappy mass of 
human freight went ploughing over the 
medley o£ trucks over and into each 
other, lengthwise, crosswise, diagonally 
and in overy other direction. Bits of 
wood and framework, portions of cush- 
ions, chairs, broken seats, ironwork, glass 
mirrors, carpets, all lay mixed up in one 
inextricable mass. On the south side of 
the track lies engine 13, upon which poor 
McClintock met his fate, and just before 
wo reached the spot the top of his head 
had been found underneath the boiler, 
and shreds ot his flesh vere still to be 
seen in tho remnants o£ the cab. Near 
by is a hedge, and upon it still hung 
pieces oE clotning and other debris, while 
on the ground lay a pile of the sad me- 
mentoes of the wreck—men's and wo- 
men's clothing, boots and shoes, women's 
hats and underclothing—some stained 
with blood—melancholy reminders of the 
wearers and their sad fate. How the cars 
all got over tho bridge, and how anybody 
who was in them escaped alive will for- 
ever remain a mystery. 


When tho commissioners arrived all the 


dead had been coffined and most of them 
shipped away, though there were still half 
a dozen coffins on tbe depot platform, 
marked for different destinations, some 
as far west as Iowa, and in the impro- 
vised dead house the volunteer attendants 
were just closing tho coffin of its last ten- 
ant. In the public school house there 
were still some bodies unidentified, and 
tho coroner was proceeding with the in- 
quest. According to that officer seventy- 
six persons lost their lives in the wreck. 
Two of the injured people are known to 
have died on the way home, and others 
will doubtless die from their ..injuries, so 
that tho casualties probably number 80 
at this time, and may reach 100. Of • the 
wounded no very accurate estimate can 
be made, as many-were only slightly 
scratched or pinched, but the number of 
those injured to an extent needing atten- 
tion there are about 100. Moat of these 
have gone to their homes, though some 
twenty still remained in the town hall at 
Chatsworth, whieh had been fitted up 
for a hospital. Others were being cared 
for at tho residences of citizens of the 
village, and still others remained at Piper 
City. Every care possible was being 
taken of the wounded, and the people of 
Ohatsworth deserve the gratitude of 
everybody for their honorable efforts. 
The mayor of the town seems to be a 
wide-awake man of affairs, and 
was 


directing the movements o£ the army of 
volunteer nurses and attendants. A train 
load of the wounded loft Chatsworth last 
evening, bound for Peoria and other 
points, and to-day will probably witness 
tho removal nf all who are in condition 
to be taken. The scenes in the hospital 
arc sad in the extreme. There are not 
many who have broken limbs or many 
lacerations, but their faces are bruised 
and swollen until they have but little 
resemblance to a "human countenance, 
while many have internal injuries that 


almost certain to result fatally. 


WJHfled -by Supt Armstrong to go over 
their sections the last thing on Wednes- 
day evening and look carefully for fires, 
and that this was done at least on this 
particular section, at six o'clock in the 
evening, when there was no fire visible. 
The investigation will be resumed at Pe- 
oria on Tuesday, and will be most thor- 
ough and searching. This is the first 
case under the new law, and will be 
watched with much interest, as well be- 
cause of that fact as because of the 
frightful character of the tragedy.

The Novel Experience of a Decatur 


Boy with a Pair of Gypsies. 


Quite a hullabaloo was kicked up in 


Decatur yesterday afternoon by the sen- 
sational story related by Frank Wise, 
the 13-year old step-son of S. M. Davis, 
who resides on West King street. The 
boy had been captured by Gypsies and 
treated in the most brutal manner, be- 
cause he wanted to get away. Frank 
said that lie got off Henry Bros.' bakery 
wagon on South Seigel street in the 3rd 
ward, at a few minutes past 10 o'clock, 
and struck across the Powers land as the 
shortest way home. He was stopped by 
a burly Gypsy, who took him by the 
arms and dragged him along, stifling bis 
cries by tying a handkerchief over his 
mouth. The lud says he was taken to 
the camp, south of the Maffit residence 
near the river, where there was another 
gypsy.. The two men got their team and 
camping outfit ready to move off, and as 
Frank was still trying to get away, they 
used u rope in tying him to the hind end 
of the wagon by the thumbs. He had to 
follow along behind in the dust, the rope 
cutting the flesh badly and causing the 
boy much suffering. While ascending a 
hiE toward Mt. Zion an unknown man 
came along from the opposite direction, 
and when he saw the boy's situation he 
slipped up behind and cut the rope. One 
of the gypsies pursued the man and the 
other took after the boy, but both got 
away, the boy reaching Decatur along in 
the afternoon. 


Marshal Mason heard the boy's singu- 


lar story and later he got a carriage, and 
accompanied by Constables Dillehunt 
and Harris, ho scoured the country in 
the region of Mt. Zion in search of the 
brutes. The officer was armed with a 
warrant for the urrest of the gypsies on 
af charge of ' kidnapping, but they got 
away. No trace of them could be found. 
Possibly they will be overhauled in some 
other county.
